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GIFFORD WIGGIN 


At 89 he is one of the few of his generation still with us. His 
blunt Yankee honesty and integrity, his dry wit and sense of humor 
and the endless tales of life as it used to be in Danbury have 
combined to make him one of our most loved and respected 
citizens. 

Born in 1895 in Danbury, Gifford Wiggin has lived his life in 
his native town. Except for service overseas in World War I, his 
life has been spent in Danbury. Here he was educated in what he 
humorously refers to as ‘““Ragged Mountain Academy” — other- 
wise known as the New Canada schoolhouse. The building is no 
longer standing, but one can find the site if one looks for it. As 
Gifford was nearing the end of his schooling there, one of his 
teachers was Grace Russell (Grace Ford) who was close to the 
same age as her pupil, Gifford. Knowing his propensity for teasing, 
one can guess that he wasn’t too easy on his young teacher! 

Gifford’s roots are in Danbury and he has always had the interest 
of the town at heart. For 7 years he served as Road Agent and 
many were the hours he spent on the roads which never went down 
on the records. His main interest was in doing the job right and 
making sure it would last — not in how much his paycheck would 
be at the end of the week. 

Many little things were done by Gifford that went unnoticed by 
most people and for which he probably never even got thanked. 


Examples which come to mind are the painstaking care he took of 
the plot in front of the Congregational Church where the Soldiers’ 
Monument stands and the hours he spent taking care of the library 
lawn, shoveling paths, etc. 

Gifford, your town salutes you! Your example reminds us of the 
value of those good old Yankee virtues — honesty, integrity, 
decency, all spiced up with Yankee wit, humor, and yes, even a 
bit of Yankee stubborness!

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


As we begin to prepare this report we are reminded that Danbury 
has once again suffered the loss of some of her Senior Citizens. At 
least four of these had spent all or the greater part of their lives 
in our town and will be greatly missed. Maurice Ford, Beulah Ford, 
Myrtle Tibbetts and Mabelle Wells will be long remembered by 
their friends and neighbors. Maurice who had served as Fire Com- 
missioner will be especially missed by his fellow Volunteer Firemen. 

We have been very pleased to have the close cooperation 
of all department heads during the past year. 

Once again we were able to finish the year with a surplus. 
This is due to frugal spending and close supervision of the budget 
by your Selectmen and department heads,i.e., Road Agent, etc. 

Danbury Transfer Station was opened as planned on July 1. Dur- 
ing the first six months 116.7 tons of trash were hauled to 
Plymouth. The more the residents are careful to separate the trash, 
the less it will cost of town. 

The Police Department has been very active in law enforcement. 
Police Chief Fredericks has made effective use of radar to curb 
excessive speed in school zone and on Rte. 104. He has responded 
to many calls for accidents, fires, etc. 

Highway work on New Canada Road, which will make snow 
removal easier, was completed. Much work was done on the 
the southern end of New Canada Road this year. 

Highway Maintenance, mainly sealing and repairs to deteriorat- 
ing roads, was severely nampered by the $10,000 cut in highway 
funds at the 1984 Town Meeting. Ragged Mtn. Road needs many 
repairs to bring it back into shape. We feel this is especially 
necessary if the Ski Tow is to operate again. Many of our paved 
roads have not been sealed for some time. Therefore, we are pro- 
posing that $7,000 should be raised for this purpose. 

State inspection of bridges has revealed that much immediate 
work is needed to bring them back into shape. We have, therefore, 
increased that appropriation for 1985. 

Due to the legal requirements necessary, we will not be able to 
hold a split Town Meeting this year (voting for town officers on 
one day and taking up the articles on another day). The article 
for this is required to be on the official ballot. We are sorry about 
this and hope you will all vote to support this article, so that we 
may hold the 1986 meeting on two different days. 

Although a petitioned article, which we received, did not meet 
the required signatures, we have included an article for the appoint- 
ment of an administrative assistant to work with the selectmen and 
other town officials. Due to increased demands on local officials, 


it might be wise to have someone to be available on a full or part- 
time basis. 

Our sincere thanks goes to all the town officers who worked so 
well with us during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
and 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State 
Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a cooperative 
forest fire prevention and suppression effort between city and town 
governments and State government. It simply stated that no open 
fire could be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without 
the written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This 
law also stated that anyone kindling a fire without written permis- 
sion shall be liable for the damage caused and subject toaa $1,000 
fine. 

During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has 
remained unchanged. All open fires when the ground is not covered 
with snow must be authorized by the local Forest Fire Warden. 
Persons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are 
liable for damages caused, fire suppression costs and subject to a 
$1,000 fine. 

This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed significantly 
to our nationally recognized annual forest fire loss record.

In this our count down year toward Danbury’s Bi-Centennial, 
I would like to begin a goal to provide a model part-time Police 
Dept. for the rest of the state to follow. 

I bring 15 years experience as a full time Police Officer and 
Fire Fighter to the town. I’m sure that, with you citizens of 
Danbury supporting this goal, we will provide policing that the 
people can count on. ~ 

The modern role of the police is not to sit and wait for the 
victim of a crime or accident to call after he or she has suffered 
and then to go to that victim and fill out a report. 

We go much further in responsibility than that. Knowing the 
town, Developing a crime Prevention Program, Dealing with Poten- 
tial Hazards, and Solving Obvious Problems without a citizen 
complaining first, fall within the duties of the police. 

This policy is very difficult to follow on a part-time basis, 
however, with careful time planning, we have done this with some 
success this past year. 

I am grateful for the opportunity to serve Danbury, and will 
continue.
